(5) To acquire and distribute useful information on subjects
connected with labor in the most general and comprehensive sense of the word;

(7) To acquire and distribute information as to the conditions of
employment and such other facts as may be deemed of value to the industrial
interests of the state;

(8) To acquire and distribute information in relation to the
prevention of accidents, occupational diseases, and other related subjects;
